What’s more, New Zealand 
had a goal disallowed by Eng- 
lish referee Keith Hackett — a 
decision over which the Kiwis 
Still are fuming. 

Quite frankly, New Zealand 

_ Supported by a 14,000 crowd — 
the biggest at a soccer game in 
Auckland for a long time — 
looked more composed, more 
purposeful and less brittle 
than Australia. 

Striker Wynton Rufer clear- 
ly was the man of the match, 
followed closely by his partner 
Colin Walker. Rufer is tremen- 
dously sharp and incentive. He 
plays first-time passes with 
flair and accuracy, and he is 
brilliant at flicking on the ball 
with his head.

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John Margaritis, 47, had 
waited since 1978 to win the 
NSL championship. 


He started that season with West Adelaide 
Hellas, the club he had led to the 1976 South 
Australian championship before returning 
home to Melbourne. 


‘In 1978, we were six or seven points behind the 
leaders when I had a disagreement with the club and 
left. Dr. Zaikos had resigned from the presidency, I 
wanted some guarantees about security, and the new 
president, Bill Vassilopoulos, wouldn’t give them to 
me,’’ Margaritis says. 

“IT had signed Vic Bozanic and Martyn Crook, I had 
brought Con Kambas out from Greece, I'd persuaded 
Dave Pillans to play again, and I’d teamed up Peter 
Boyle and Neil McGachey in the midfield. 

“They went on to win the championshipm but I’ve 
always regretted not having been there at the end.” 

Now, seven years later, Margaritis has won the 
Australian championship with Brunswick-Juventus 
— not his first title by any means, but certainly the 
most prestigious. 

He has a history of leading top teams and, before 
that, playing top soccer. He was with PAOK Salonika 
in Greece for 10 years — five in the senior team — and 
also represented Greece against Algeria and Italy. 

Always a midfielder, he played in the company of 
legendary Greeks Loukanidis, Stefanakos, Nestoridis 
and Leandros. 

After joining South Melbourne Hellas in 1961, he 
played in four championship-winning teams and 
scored about 16 goals in every one of his six years with 
the club. 

He also represented Victoria regularly from 1961 to 
1964, in the company of Tommy Stankovic, Kaz Kowa- 
lec, Vic Janczyk, Mike Jurecki, Dick van Alphen, 
Fred Falzon, Frunk Micic and Rale Rasic. 

Returning to Greece in 1965, he spent half a season 
with PAOK and then became player-coach of Heidel- 
berg-Alexander until he was injured and finally re- 
tired. 

After some time in England where he gained Brit- 
ish coaching qualifications, he was appointed coach of 
SM-Hellas and in his first season, led the club to the 
Victorian State League championship and Dockerty 
Cup. Hellas won the Cup again in 1975 but came 
second in the championship. 


tralian title and to victory in the Coca-Cola Cup, Mar 
garitis led Heidelberg-Alexander to third place in the 
inaugural NSL season. 

Then it was back to West Adelaide for part of the 
1978 season, followed by another stint with Heidel- 
berg. 

In 1980, he was voted Australian Coach of the Year 
for having lifted Hellas from last place in 1979 to 
second in 1980. 

Margaritis left Hellas during 1982 and was replaced 
by Tommy Docherty. 

In 1983 he was appointed coach of Juventus, then in 


> the Victorian State League, Juyentus was one of four 


State League teams chosen to enlarge the NSL for the 
1984 season, and despite many injuries and suspen- 
sions, Juventus finished fifth that year. Now Marga- 
ritis has cashed in on his coaching ability and his re- 
cruiting. Juventus is the champion of Australia. 
“Soccer Action editor LAURIE SCHWAB con- 
ducted the following interview with the ‘The Fox,”’ 
who also is the Melbourne-based assistant to national 
coach Frank Arok. 


SCHWAB: You’ve just returned from Flin- 
ders Island where you were with Jim Diamata- 
ris, the president of Hellas. Has Hellas made

you an offer? Are yen interested in joining 
them for next season? 

MARGARITIS: I haven't even thought about Hel- 
las. Jim Diamataris is a friend of mine. I see him all 
the time. First, I want to see what format the NSL 
will take next season, because the present format is 
no good, but I don’t see any reason to leave Juventus. 
Why leave a champion team? I have had a few offers, 
I must admit, but there’s no reason to leave Juventus, 


SCHWAB: Having mentioned the league for- 
mat, do you think the standard of competition 
has been high enough this year? 

MARGARITIS: Our division has been OK, but ih 
the other division, there was a huge gap between 
teams like Croatia, Marconi and Hakoah, and the 
lowly teams like Penrith, Wollongong and Newcastle. 


SCHWAB: Seeing that Juventus beat Hakoah 
twice in the national final, does it mean the top 
teams in the South were generally better than 
the top teams in the North? 


MARGARITIS: | wouldn’t say that. You analyse 
the top players of Croatia, Marconi, Hakoah and 
Olympic, and you have to say that those teams are at 
least the equal of our top teams. Only form would 
make a difference at any given time, 


SCHWAB: Why is it then, that Sydney 
players always seem to be preferred when it 
comes to selection of national teams? 


MARGARITIS: The Sydney players in Frank 
Arok’s squad were just lucky that they were there 
wheh Arok first took over and that ried Rertonsnen 
well and won games, 


SCHWAB; But it’s been nein on for as long 
as I can remember. 


MARGARITIS: Well, maybe in the past, Sydney 
simply had better players, That’s no longer the case. 

The Melbourne players are just as good. However, 
when Arok took over, the foundation of the team al- 
ready was there, and he added a few, like Charlie 
Yankos, and they became winners. You don’ t chdnge 
when you're winning. You stick with the players whb 
are doing the job, and who cares where they come 
from? Anyway, We're not talking about rubbish. You 
can't deny that Kosmina is a top scorer, or Ratcliffe is 
a top defender, or Odzakov is a great midfielder. 


SCHWAB: What sort of influence do you 
have on the national team? To what extent does 
es heed your advice about tactics, for exam- 
ple? 


MARGARITIS: I think I've helped Frank quite a 
bit. We were playing in Melbourne against Red Star, 
after having lost 1-4 in Adelaide. I thought that instead 
of getting our forwards to start pressurising inside the 
box, we should drop back, defend in numbers and play 
on the break. I thought that if we lost again, it would 
be very difficult to motivate the players for their 
World Cup games. You can only build confidence if 
you're winning. I give Frank all the advice [ think is of 
use, What he accepts and what he rejects is up to him, 
but L have committed myself to the job, and I always 
fulfil my obligations 


SCHWAB; Talking about tactics, it seems to 
me, from having watched your teams for so 


long, that defence and counter-attack would 
best describe your style. 


MARGARITIS: No team in the world fail$.to drop 
back when it loses possession. Some teams. recover 
well and win the ball back quickly. We are one of those 
teams that does it well. If you can get your players to 
accept from you the need for having to win the ball 
quickly, then you are succeeding in an important part 
of your coaching duty. Of course, I also make moves 
according to the opposition. That is simply observa- 
tion. You need your eyes, your senses, your judg- 
ement, for that. You can’t learn it at seminars or at 
schools. Also, as a coach, you must be willing to take 
risks, 


SCHWAB: Like moving Joe Sweeney to full 
back, Paul Wade to centre forward and Mike 
Petersen from sweeper to midfleld in the 
sone Division grand final against Make- 

on 


MARGARITIS: Well, it worked, Some risks, 
though, aren’t really risks. If ] see the opposition is 
presenting me with a player whose got a broken leg or 
a broken brain, then J have to take advantage. 


SCHWAB: You mentioned seminars, 
schools. Do you keep up with overseas trends? 


MARGARITIS; I've gone to Europe lots of times to 
talk to other coaches, to visit clubs, to observe what is 
poing on. Coaches over there put in more time, the 
soccer is better, they get more money than we do. If 
I don’t go and learn frpm them, who do I learn from? 
Coaches here in Melbgurne? On recent visits, I went 
to Dundee United, I went to Holland, Greece, I spent 
time with Chelsea and Queen: s Park, I attended semi-

SCHWAB: But you have nothing to do with 
the Rothmans national coaching scheme, do 
you?

MARGARITIS: I know it’s there for the good of soc- 
cer, and it’s a good idea for coaches to get together 
like they did in Canberra. But people who want to be 
coaches shouldn't rely only on getting a certificate. I 
know a guy who works at GMH as a cleaner who's got 
acertificate and reckons he's a coach. After doing any 
course, the ambitious would-be coach should try to go 
Aa ares and learn there, otherwise he'll never reach

SCHWAB: It’s so often said that football has

changed over the years, that we’re not seeing x 


the sort of skill we used to. 


MARGARITIS: I cannot believe that players of 20 
years ago were more skilful than those of today, be- 


cause there are improvements in all areas of life 


every day.. Mark Spitz broke all kinds of swimming 


records about 10 years ago, but now a schoolboy can «x 


break Spitz's records. In my day, we trained twice a 
week for two’ hours. Now we train eight hours a week. 


In my day, you were generally a one-footed player up K 


to 18 or 19. Today, you can watch a 10-year-old and 
wonder whether he’s naturally right or left-footed. 


SCHWAB: I’m not saying the skills are not 
there. I’m saying the spectators don’t see the 
skill because of the way teams play. 

MARGARITIS: That's a different matter. You're 
right. Coaches try to secure their positions by win- 
ning, or making sure they don’t lose. To do that, they 
stop the good individuals in the opposing team. But 
that’s not our fault. That started in England. They did 
it in 1966 to stop Brazil. They spent hours thinking 
about ways to stop Pele and Garrincha and they found 
a way. of marking space and creating two or three 
against one. They had results, so they stuck with it. It 
all started from that. Beforehand, we lacked a lot in 
covering. It was a matter of individual effort. You'd 
say: My full back can deal with Zinni, or Sweeney. 
We'll be OK. Now, even if you're 90 per cent sure your 
full back can cope, you still give him cover, which 
makes it harder for good players to show skill. 


SCHWAB: Surely that’s bad for the guy who 
pays his $5 at the gate. 


MARGARITIS: I look at soccer as 4 business, and 
in Europe it's a successful business because people go 
to watch it in big numbers. If they didn’t enjoy it, they 
wouldn't go. All I say is: If we are going to play this 
way, then ut Iedst let's play it well. I'm sure that if 
supporters learn more about the style, and learn 
about why we play this way, they will enjoy it more. 


SCHWAB: How do forwards overcome such 
depth in defence? 


MARGARITIS: Football is not a five-minute game, 
You have 90 minutes in which to wait for the opposi- 
tion to make mistakes, and then you punish them. You 
need patience and discipline, you need fitness to keep. 
on going, and of course you need good players who can 
outsmart the opposition. 


SCHWAB: I was thinking more in terms of 
attacking from deep positions, through your 
midfielders, rather than relying on strikers 
who have to cope with the tight defence. 

MARGARITIS: That's been one of Juventus's 
strengths. We've been able to come from behind be- 
cause we have guys like Petersen, Wade, Miranda and 
Incantalupo. If you have good midfielders, they'll find 
chances to break through and score. You don’t depend 
on your striker, but you have to have at least one be- 
cause he plays without the ball and he gives depth and 
helps you create the triangle.

Nothing shatters 
quite so tragically as 
old childhood 
dreams. Such as 
those held about the 
‘magic’ of Hungarian 
soccer. 

A recent visit there, away 


from what I often consider to . 


be the ‘‘crude, dull, physical’’ 
Australian game, was a sobe- 
ring experience. 

There I saw in the new Fe- 
rencvaros stadium wondering 
for 90 minutes what on earth 
made their famous B Centre 
(a sort of Budapest Kop) so en- 
thusiastic and happy. 

Ferencvaros, once consid- 
ered to be in Central Europe 
what Juventus or Bayern are 
now on the Continent, battled 
away against lowly Csepel, in 
front of 20,000 fans. 

But the ‘battle’ was little 
more than a sub-standard 
clash between two teams 
which have clearly forgotten 
the skills of their ancestors 
and have not yet acquired the 
physical qualities of today's 
gladiators. 

Poor Ferencvaros, the team 
of my youth, the subject of my 
romantic love for almost half 
a century, could hardly stitch 
together three moves in 90 
minutes which would please a 
true fan. 

In the end they managed a 
squeaky 1-0 win, with an own 
goal — and their young suppor- 
ters left deliriously happy 

As I have often’said before, 
in modern soccer only a win — 
any win — counts.

who, in 1982, accompanied 
their national team to Austra- 
lia. 

A few days later I met Gelei 
again, after that drab Ferenc- 
varos match. 

1 was hesitating whether I 
should say hello to him, ex- 
pecting to see a devastated 
man mourning an unlucky 
loss. 

But Gelei was his pleasant, 
friendly old self; took me by 
the arm and led me into the 
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Csepel dressing room, mainly 
to meet his tall son — now the 
team’s brilliant young goalie. 

Joe Gelei himself was a 
Hungarian international many 
times, including the 1966 
World Cup finals; now his son 
is the goalie of the Under-23 
national team and destined to 
match his father's deeds. 

Both Albert and Gelei re- 
member well their many 
friends in Australia, asking 
about St George-Budapest 
people like Alex Pongrass, Les 
Bordacs, Emery Nagy, Frank 
Arok and Tony Balazsi.

As if to add more nos- 
talgia to this visit into the 
past, I also met, for a brief 
cup of coffee, the hero of 
my childhood, Dr Gyorgy 
Sarosi. 

In the 1930s and early 40s he 
was rated as one of Europe's 
top players, the embodiment 
of skill, elegance and sports- 
manship. 

Sarosi has been living in 
Genoa, Italy for many decades 
now; in recent years in retire- 
ment. 

While he was visiting Bud- 
apest, his close friend and 
former team-mate Geza Toldi 
died there. 

Sarosi didn't attend the fu- 
neral. ‘‘I couldn’t,’’ he said to 
me softly, a sad, tired old 
man, choking on his tears. “] 
would have broken down.”

he is gaunt, very thin with 
sunken eyes and suffers from 
some hip problem that makes 
him walk with a decided limp. 

He asked about his old

“Drumi was put up by my 
parents when he joined my 
club, Ferencvaros from Kiste- 
lek,’’ Sarosi recalled, 

“The three Sarosi brothers, 
Laci, Bela and myself and 
Drumi lived like a family.
